APPEAL TO BRITAIN? 
“London,. To-day. 

The British, and French Govern- 
ments have, it is stated here, tak- 
en steps with the aim of putting an 
end to the hostilities in Spain. In 
competent quarters, however, si- 
lence is maintained concerning 
these efforts. . 


It is‘ officially neither conticnied 
nor denied that the Spanish Repu- 
blican Government has addressed 
an appeal to the British Govern- 
ment to intervene and has inform-( 
ed Downing Street of the condi- 
tions. under which it would be 
prepared to consent to. an imme- 
diate cessation of fighting. - 

Similar silence is observed  re- 
garding a report that General 
Franco has already rejected these 
conditions and insists. on uncondi- 
-tional surrender of the Republican 
troops. Political circles neverthe- 


less believe that this report, which 
appears in last evening’s newspa- 
pers, may be true. *
